Paul's Letters Offer an Intimate 
Picture of the Church at Corinth 


Tc.vt: Acts 18:1-4; 1 Corintlilan> 13

Corinth was culled "the eye of 


Greece." 
Situated on the south 


side of the isthums between tho 
mainland and the Peloponncsian 
Peninsula, it was on the great 
lines of trade and travel between 
the east and the west in the 
ancient world, and was u city of 
dominating importance. 
Athens 


excelled as an educational center 
but otherwise U was 
the chief 


city of Greece. 


Thc city was destroyed by the 


Romans in 1-16 B. C.. but exactly 
n hundred 
years 
Inter 
Julius 


Caesar restored it and made it a 
Roman colony. Thc population in 
Paul's time was partly Roman, 
partly Greek and partly Jewish, 
with" the additional mixture of 
races usually found ia seaport. 


In, this city Paul remained 
a 


year and a half during: his second 
missionary journey. Here he met 
Aquila and Priscilla. and 
lived 


with them, workinjr at his craft, 
for they were tcntmnUcrs. 
He 


spoUo a't first in the synagogue, 
but the intense opposition devel- 
oped on the pai t of some of the 
Jews. Paul turned to the Gen- 
tiles. 


However, a number of the Jews, 


including the ruler of the syna- 
gogue. Cnspus 
accepted 
Paul's 


teachings, and joined the Chris- 
tian group. 
The Christians met 


for worship in the liouse of Jus- 
tus, which adjoined 
the 
syna- 


gogue, and theie was much oppo- 
sition on Uic imft, of unbelieving- 
.Tews. The situation was not un- 
like that in almost every age. but 
the prosecution in Corinth seems 
•_o have been particularly mtol- 
crant and bitter. 


••In vicw^of all this it is note- 
worthy tlrat the highest note In 
Paul's" letters to the Corinthians, 
the longest that he wrote, is the 
sermon on Love in the 
famous 
Thjrtcenth Chapter of the First 
Epistle. In 
recollection 
of all 


that his enemies sought to do 
against him. Paul 
might 
have 


sung- u bong of hate, or at least 
have poured our moral indigna- 
tion. 
Instead 
he wrote of Love 
as the greatest of all things, and 
as we read the story in Acts IS. 
and see how loveless and hate- 
ful were the efforts to destroy 
Paul, various passages m the eu- 
logy of Love take on u lich and 
dctmitc meaning. 
Love "suffer- 


eth long1 and is kind": "is not eas- 
ily provoked"; "thinkcth no evil", 
"boat;eth all things." 


What wonderful words from a 


man who had suffered so cruel- 
ly 
from 
those 
whose thoughts 


and ways were just the opposite, 


The "church 
at Corinth 
was 
fac'd with all the problems of the 
early church with which the New 
Testament as a whole has made 
us familiar. 


There 
wei e 
those, 
evidently 


attracted by sonic phase of 
the 


new 
icligion. 
who 
failed 
to 


realize its moral 
demands. 
or 


who carried 
over 
into the nc\\ 


association ideas and way.s more 
typical of the pagan community, 
there were such problems as the 
eating- of meat 
offered 
to idols, 


and 
theie 
were divisions 
and 


strife, 
sush 
as churches 
have 


displayed 
all 
through 
the his- 


tory of Christendom. 


Hence, the Epistles to the Co- 


rinthians offer us the most inti- 
mate picture of the early church 
in all its lealism.

ican and British armies' corps of 
civil government specialists, arc 
encouraging-. 
G-5 is faced with

speedy and orderly government 
to" liberated Europe. But the an- 
nouncement of its general plan In- 
dicates 
bcttci 
preparation . and 


promises less confusion than has 
prevailed in Italy since the Allied 
landing. 


The general aims seem to be 


these: to turn over details of local 
government to acceptable leaders 
as soon as pos.Mblc (except in the! 
.case of Germany) and to make j 
sure that icsumption of civil life' 
docs not interfere with military 
activity. 


For France it is indicated that 


an 'cailicr American position will 
be reversed and that G-5 will deal 
through the National Committee 
of Liberation at least to the ex- 
tent of the committee's specific 
knowledge of the loyalty of local 
officials. 
Then; will be no con- 


tact, with the Vichy regime. 


Exiled governments/ and loyal 


groups will be dealt with in Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands. Denmark 
and Norway.

The G-5 decision to let the cit- 


izens of these countries dispose of 
their own war criminals is sound. 
Those who have 
suffered 
.will 


know best which of their country- 
men contributed most to their suf- 
fering'. 
And it is only just that 


they should supervise their trial 
and punishment under a free, re- 
stored judiciary. 


Germany presents a particularly 


complex problem. 
Stern military 


rule will have to >>c enforced, and 
the opposition is bound to be 
fierce and determined. 
But cer- 


tain civil functions arc to be cn- 
tnislcd to natives who can con- 
vir.cc G-5 officers that their nar.i 
party membership was a means 
to 
employment 
rather

political conviction. 
'This is not ideal,-but the only 


alternative 
is 
complete 
chaos,, 


with G-5 not only combatting- op- 
position but bogged down in . the 
endless details of hundreds of local 
administrations. 
Reorganization 


can come later, along with the 
final decision or. the debated guilt 
or innocence of the entire German 
people.

only $11.87 and it is his conten- 
tion that, even if such limitation 
of the price were fair, as he docs 
not admit, the farmer who sold 
the machinery and not the auc- 
tioneer should have to pay the 
penalty, which is three times the 
excess. 


Day's experience apparently is 


only one of several similar mis-
